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FOREWORD 


IN  HIS  LATER  YEARS  my  father  had  great  interest  in  gather¬ 
ing  the  material  and  in  writing  the  ’’History  of  the 
Shrivor  Family  and  thoir  Connections,  18G4-1888".  The  book, 
privately  published  in  Baltimore  in  1888,  is  out  of  print.  By 
his  long  residence  at  the  old  Homestead  at  Union  Mills,  Maryland, 
where  he  was  closely  associated  with  his  grandfather,  Andrew 
Shriver,  founder  of  the  Mills,  and  through  the  lively  interest 
he  maintained  in  his  relatives  all  through  his  life,  he  was 
peculiarly  fitted  to  write  this  story  of  an  old  Maryland  family. 

Toward  the  closo  of  his  life  I  asked  my  father  to  write  a 
more  intimate  account  of  his  own  varied  and  interesting  career. 

In  January,  1897,  he  handed  me  the  modest  statement  which  is 
here  reproduced  for  the  interest  of  his  children,  grand- children 
and  great  grand- children,  of  whom  all  told  there  are  twenty- eight 
living  at  this  time.  A  year  later,  when  just  past  his  seventy- 
sixth  birthday,  he  concluded  a  life  which  had  been  filled  with  a 
kindly,  helpful  and  significant  service,  -  at  the  old  home  at  the 
Mills,  as  village  school-master,  in  the  affairs  of  business,  and 
as  an  ordained  minister  of  tho  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. 

My  father  makos  grateful  recognition  of  the  part  played  in 
his  life  by  his  wife,  Caroline  Hcwlings  McCluskey  Shrivor,  a 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  McCluskey,  D. D. ,  who  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years  was  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
West  Alexander,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  A  brief  account 
of  Dr.  McCluskey' s  service  as  minister  and  educator  is  appended. 

Family  spirit  and  devotion  to  home  have  had  a  strong  and 
determining  influence  among  the  Shrivers  and  their  connections 
from  the  time  of  their  coming  to  this  country  more  than  two 
hundred  years  ago  until  now.  It  is  hoped  that  this  brief  narra¬ 
tive  and  accompanying  record  will  help  keep  this  spirit  alive 
among  the  descendants  of  Samuel  Smith  Shriver.

Baltimore,  January  12,1897 


My  dear  son: 

Your  request  for  an  outline  of  my  past  life  has  been  under 
consideration  for  some  time.  The  sum  total  of  one's  life  in  retrospect 
appears  so  trivial  and  commonplace  that  it  scarcely  seems  worth  the  time 
and  care  necessary  to  accomplish  what  you  desire.  But  we  may  note  a  few 
things  which  may  serve  the  purpose  of  future  reference  in  matters  of  family 
interest  as  between  parents  and  children. 

My  father,  James  Shriver,  was,  as  you  know,  a  son  of  Andrew  Shriver 
of  Union  Mills,  Maryland.  In  early  manhood  he  was  engaged  as  assistant 
civil  engineer  and  commissioned  by  the  United  States  Government.  He  was, 
for  a  time,  associated  with  his  Uncle  David  Shriver  (brother  of  his  father) 
in  the  survey  and  construction  of  the  National  turnpike  leading  from  Cumber¬ 
land,  Maryland,  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  While  thus  employed  he  made 
the  acquaintance  at  Uniontown,  Pennsylvania,  of  John  Miller,  a  prominent 
citizen  of  that  place,  and  subsequently  married  his  daughter,  Elizabeth 
Season  Miller,  and  made  his  home  at  the  town.  Two  children  were  the  issue 
of  this  marriage,  Eliza  Jane,  born  May  27,  1820,  and  Samuel  Smith  (your 
father) ,  January  20,  1822.  My  mother  died  in  1825  and  my  father  a  year 
later,  August  8,  1826,  in  the  thirty- third  year  of  his  age.  At  mother's 
death,  father  placed  his  children  in  care  of  his  parents  at  Union  Mills, 
Maryland,  and  after  his  death  we  continued  to  reside  there  until  attaining 
our  majority. 

In  those  days  of  my  youth  I  had  a  share  in  the  customary  duties 
and  pleasures  of  the  place.  My  grandfather  at  the  time  was  a  man  of  leisure 
having  passed  the  meridian  of  life,  but  he  was  studious  in  exacting  diligent 
attention  to  employment  on  the  part  cf  those  about  him. 
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place  in  which  I  engaged  from  youth  up  to  manhood  was  such  as  is  ordinarily 
found  in  country  homes,  care  of  stock,  labor  in  gardens,  orchards,  planting, 
harvesting  and  wood  chopping#  In  all  these  departments  it  was  my  lot  to 
take  a  hand,  and  I  had  thus  as  a  result  gained  the  advantage  of  a  practi¬ 
cal  knowledge  of  farm  work  and  home  life  and  a  robust  constitution. 

The  schooling  enjoyed  by  the  youth  of  the  neighborhood  was 
eminently  primitive.  The  log  school  house  by  the  wayside  and  a  teacher 
or  "Master"  engaged  for  a  few  months  in  early  fall  and  winter  was  the  main 
reliance  in  educational  facilities.  The  three  R's  constituted  the  limits 
of  tho  curriculum.  Tho  education  I  acquired  in  addition  to  this  at  the 
home  was  through  attendance  for  several  terms  at  the  Academy  ao  Littles- 
town,  Pennsylvania.  After  this  an  Academy  was  founded  at  Union  Mills 
presided  over  at  the  time  by  a  Mr,  Burns,  an  educated  gentleman  from  Ireland, 
and  I  had  the  advantage  of  several  years  attendance.  Subsequently  I  became 
principal  of  the  school  and  was  able  to  put  my  knowledge  to  some  practical 
use.  Also  made  some  progress  by  giving  attention  to  studies  not  previous¬ 
ly  taught  and  which  gave  my  term  of  service  considerable  prestige  and 
popularity.  The  rovenue  of  the  school  was  derived  from  the  patrons  and 
was  valued  as  timely  aid  for  use  at  that  date,  1843,  for  a  start  in  life. 

Having  reached  my  ^ajerity  I  took  leave  of  the  old  home  at  the 
Mills  and  tried  for  employment  in  Baltimore,  With  the  aid  of  my  uncle, 

John  S,  Shriver,  I  was  successful  in  securing  a  situation  in  the  Baltimore 
city  post-office  as  clerk  and  was  there  employed  for  a  year  when,  health 
being  impaired,  I  resignod,  not  much  bonefitted  save  by  what  was  gained  by 
contact  with  men  and  businoss  and  growth  in  self-reliance. 

In  the  way  of  recuperation  of  my  health,  I  spent  tho  winter  oi 
1844-45  with  my  aunt,  Mrs.  Anna  Maria  Steiger  at  Washington,  D.  C.  It  was 
at  the  initiation  of  Polk’s  administration,  (1845-49),  and  I  spent  much  time 
in  attendance  at  the  Capitol  hearing  debates  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rop- 
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rcsontatives.  Clay,  Calhoun,  Webster  and  other  noted  characters  were 
members  of  the  Senate.  John  Quincy  Adams,  on  aged  man  and  ex-president  of 
the  United  States,  was  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  This  was  a  prof¬ 
itable  season  and  also  pleasurable. 

Returning  to  Baltimore,  I  met  my  uncle  Joseph  Shriver  of  Cumber¬ 
land,  Maryland,  who  invited  me  to  visit  him,  which  I  did  and  subsequently 
was  employed  in  a  store  as  bookkeeper  for  some  time  and  to  my  advantage. 


Still  failing  of  restored  health  I  left  Cumberland  under  advice  of  friends 


and  crossed  the  mountains  to  my  mother’s  relatives,  my  father’s  home  and  my 
birthplace.  This  visit  was  prolonged  to  the  fall  of  the  year  1845,  when  I 
paid  a  visit  to  my  aunt  (mother’s  sister),  Mrs.  Anna  Hampton  at  Pittsburgh. 
This  was  a  pleasant  episode  in  my  life  and  the  interest  awakened  in  new 
found  friends  was  of  marked  benefit  socially  and  otherwise.  ihc  friend¬ 
ships  thus  established  continued  as  a  blessing  to  myself  and  family  all 
through  after  years.. 

In  the  spring  of  1846  I  returned  east  stopping  "with  my  Aunt  Eliza 
Brengle’s  family  at  Frederick,  Maryland.  I  was  employed  for  a  time  there 


by  Mr.  Brengle  superintending  his  farm  operated  on  a  large  scale  near  the 
city.  In  the  fall  of  1846  I  returned,  at  the  solicitation  of  grandfather, 
to  Union  Mills  and  had  charge  of  his  home  affairs  until  the  fall  of  ’47, 


boing  his  attendant  during  his  illness  and  to  his  death  in  September,  in 
his  eighty-fifth  year.  I  remained  to  assist  in  the  business  of  settling 
up  his  estate,  the  sale  of  his  household  effects,  etc. 

This  brings  the  sketch  of  my  wanderings  to  the  Spring  of  1848. 


During  this  year  I  visited  friends  at  Philadelphia  and  attended  the  marriage 
of  my  sister  Eliza  Jane  to  Mr.  Gcorgo  McLean,  November  7,  1848,  at  Fred¬ 
erick.  In  the  Autumn  of  1848  I  again  visited  my  friends  at  Uniontown  and 
Pittsburgh,  remaining  until  the  Spring  of  1849.  During  this  visit  I  made 
the  acquaintance  of  the  Rev.  John  McCluslcoy  and  family  at  West  Alexander, 

Pennsylvania ,  and  formed  an  attachment  for  his  daughter  Caroline,  to  whom  I 
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was  betrothed,  January  3,  1849.  I  thon  returned  east  and  arranged  a  bus¬ 
iness  partnership  with  Mr.  McLean  at  Philadelphia,  the  fall  of  1849.  In  the 
Spring  following.  May  7,  1850,  our  betrothal  was  consummated  by  marriage  at 
West  Alexander  in  the  presence  of  a  few  friends.  Dr.  McCluskcy  officiating. 
The  day  following  we  took  stage  coach  for  Cumberland,  stopping  over  at  Fred¬ 
erick  and  Baltimore  for  a  few  days  and  roaching  our  destination, Philadelphia, 
in  due  course,  where  we  made  our  home  for  a  time  with  my  sister. 

It  may  now  avail  to  retrace  this  narrative  by  reference  to  the 
interests  involved  in  these  past  years  of  change  and  discipline  through 
life’s  advance  and  experience.  In  the  home  life  at  Union  Mills  we  had 
little  to  interest  apart  from  the  daily  routine  of  duties  and  the  pleasures 
derived  from  social  enjoyments.  In  morals  and  religion  we  were  left  to  act 
much  as  we  were  inclined  following  the  current  thought  and  example  of  the 
household  as  a  moulding  influence  in  formation  of  character.  The  church  of 
the  neighborhood,  German  Reformed  and  Lutheran  at  Silver  Run,  was  attended 
as  customary  by  the  people,  but  the  services  being  conducted  in  German  we 
wore  not  much  profited.  In  later  years  English  services  were  had  in  the 
interest  of  the  young  people  and  better  things  wero  brought  forward.  Sunday 
school  was  instituted  (not  without  opposition  by  the  Gormans) ,  and  Bible 
readings  and  prayer  meetings  were  introduced  as  means  of  grace.  The  Tempo r- 
anco  cause  also  rocoivcd  attention  and  societies  wero  organized.  In  this 
way  I  was  led  to  take  part  actively  in  the  duties  of  religious  life  and 
labored  with  others  to  foster  these  timoly  innovations* 

The  effect  of  "this  change  fer  the  better  was  felt  in  the  following 
years  of  my  life.  After  my  return  to  Frederick  in  1846  I  made  a  confession 
of  faith  in  Christ  uniting  with  the  Reformed  Church,  Frederick,  thon  under 
tho  pastorate  of  the  Rov.  David  Zacharius.  At  the  same  time  I  was  consider¬ 
ing  the  duty  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry  and  took  counsel  to  this 
purpose.  Dr.  Zacharius  encouraged  mo  and  advised  a  course  of  appropriate 
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reading  as  preliminary  preparation  which  was  subsequently  entered  upon  at 
the  Mills  during  my  later  service  to  grandfather.  After  this  the  thought 
or  purpose  was  held  in  abeyance  by  reason  of  changes  necessitated  by  the 
state  of  family  affairs. 

During  the  years  after  my  marriage,  devoted  to  business,  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  I  was  caroful  to  do  what  was  in  my  power  to  forward  roligious 
interost.  We  united  in  the  fellowship  of  tho  Reformed  Church  at  Fourth  and 
Race  Streets,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Berg,  pastor.  I  taught  a  Bible  class  and  was  in 
other  respects  useful.  After  Dr.  Berg  gave  up  his  pastorate  we  joined  him  in 
the  effort  to  re-establish  the  Second  Dutch  Reformed  Church  and  built  a  new 
house  of  worship  at  Seventh  and  Brown  Streets.  I  was  chosen  first  a  deacon 
and  trustee,  also  afterward  an  older  in  this  congregation  and  was  active  in 
the  Sunday  school. 

Removing  our  residence,  1857,  from  the  city  at  Marshal  Street  above 
Wood ,  to  Mantua,  West  Philadelphia,  we  joined  the  Presbyterian  mission  church 
there,  I  was  chosen  elder  with  my  friend  Mr*  Henry  C.  Blair  and  served  as 
such  and  as  trustee  and  Sunday  school  superintendent  up  to  the  call  of  a 
pastor.  Rev.  J.  Addison  Henry,  in  Juno,  1860.  The  church  is  now  the  Princeton 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Yvrost  Philadelphia. 

At  this  time  I  had  closed  business  in  Philadelphia  and  was  preparing 
to  move  our  family  and  effects  to  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  to  enter  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary,  After  two  years  at  the  seminary  and  licensure 
to  preach  by  the  Presbytery  of  Blairsvillc,  a  call  was  received  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Hightstown,  New  Jersey,  which  was  accepted.  I  was 
ordained  and  installed  pastor, October , 1862, by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick. 

Vfhile  pastor  at  Hightstown  a  project  was  submitted  by  Dr.  Chester, 
Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Education,  for  founding  a  school,  the 
Van  Rensselear  Memorial  Institute,  having  for  its  object  the  education  of  the 
children  of  missionaries.  I  was  appointed  to  this  agency  by  the  trustees  and 
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after  several  years  of  effort  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  secured  and  expended  in 
the  construction  of  a  large  and  substantial  building.  The  Rev.  Dr.  James 
Wood  of  Madison  College,  Indiana,  was  thon  called  to  the  presidency,  but 
before  an  organization  was  effected  he  died.  Owing  to  this  and  mismanage¬ 
ment  by  the  trustoos  (after  I  had  left  Ilightstown)  the  building  was  sold  for 
a  triflo  to  moot  a  small  mortgage  indobtodnoss ,  and  boing  used  as  a  factory 
took  fire  and  was  destroyed,  a  loss  to  the  cause  of  education  not  to  speak  of 
tho  entailed  labor  and  funds  donated  without  any  recompense. 

Removing  from  Hightstown  after  resignation  of  my  charge,  June, 1869, 
to  Pittsburgh,  I  was  again  appointed  financial  socrotary  to  assist  a  party  of 
friends  of  education  to  lay  tho  foundation  of  a  high  grade  college  for  women, 
in  which  cause  I  labored  during  part  of  ’69  to  the  Spring  of  1870.  The 
charter  of  the  Pennsylvania  Female  Collego  was  obtained  and  about  v40,000 
secured  in  furtherance  of  the  object.  The  collego  is  now  in  a  flourishing 
state.  East  End,  Pittsburgh. 

While  engaged  in  this  agency  I  was  invited  to  supply  the  Lebanon 
Presbyterian  Church  near  the  city  which  I  did  for  several  months  and  wa.s 
then  called  to  the  pastorate.  In  answer  to  this  call  we  moved  from  Wilkins- 
burgh  in  the  Spring  of  1870  to  tho  Lobanon  Church  parsonage.  I  was  installed 
pastor  in  June.  We  remained  in  charge  until  the  fall  of  1876,  having  resigned 
owing  to  failing  of  my  own  and  your  mothor’s  health.  While  at  this  charge 
an  addition  was  made  to  the  parsonage  for  our  convenience.  A  new  church 
building  was  also  erected  and  neatly  furnished  and  paid  for,  all  at  a  cost 
of  about  v20,000.  A  congregation  was  also  ministered  to  at  Dravosburg  (in 
bounds  of  Lebanon  Church)  and  a  church  building  erected.  Also  another 
organized  at  Homestead  and  a  building  erected,  the  outgrowth  of  Lebanon  Church. 
It  was  during  our  pastorate  at  Lobanon  Church  that  you  were  bom, September  21, 
1872;  you  wore  named  after  William  Payne,  a  trustee  of  the  church  and  a  loyal 
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We  moved  from  Lebanon  Church  to  Baltimore,  October  20,  1876,  and 
in  the  Spring  of  ’77  I  was  appointed  Stated  Supply  of  the  Mount  Alto  Mission 
near  Powhatan  in  Baltimore  County.  I  was  afterward  installed  as  pastor  and 
continued  in  charge  for  five  years.  This  closed  my  active  labors  in  the 
ministry.  The  services  thus  rondored  it  may  be  hoped  wore  of  value  to  the 
cause  for  which  they  were  frooly  given  as  duo  to  God. 

The  people  with  whom  through  life  I  have  been  associated  in  church 
work  prior  to  and  after  engaging  in  the  ministry,  have  generally  attested 
their  kindly  appreciation  of  my  work.  I  have  had  trials  not  a  few  and  at 
times  much  discouragement,  but  the  so  things  are  wisely  permitted  by  the 
Lord  whom  wo  serve  as  necessary  and  salutary  discipline  inviting  to  greater 
diligence  and  faithfulness. 

It  is  due  to  your  sainted  mother  to  say  in  this  connection  that  I 
have  ever  been  her  debtor  for  a  good  measure  of  the  success  which  has  atten¬ 
ded  my  labors.  She  was  a  true  and  faithful  help-meet  in  every  sense  of  the 
word,  and  even  to  the  end  of  the  years  in  which  she  suffered  physically  her 
interest  was  true  and  abiding. 

I  heave  thus  given  a  brief  summary  of  my  life's  work  as  you  have 
requested.  God’s  ways  have  often  been  dark  and  mysterious,  but  in  the 
sequel  wo  havo  reason  to  hope  all  will  be  mado  plain.  His  good  Providence 
has  led  me  safely  onward  from  time  to  time,  and  it  is  my  hope  and  trust  that 
IIo  will  keep  and  guide  mo  and  all  who  are  doar  to  me  safely  to  the  end.  That 
this  may  be  realized  is  the  prayer  of  your

Caroline,  wife  of  Samuel  Smith  Shriver,  was  born  at  West  Alexander, 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  whore  her  father,  the  Rev.  John  McCluskoy, 
D.D.,  was  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Lydia  Hall,  her  mother,  was 
tho  daughter  of  Adam  and  Elizaboth  Wiltbank  Hall,  of  Lewos,  Delaware.  Her 
sister,  Mary  Elizabeth,  married  James  Bateman  of  Philadelphia,  and  her  sis¬ 
ter  Julia,  the  Rev.  Jonas  W.  Lupton,  D.D.  Her  brathor,  Henry  McCluskoy, 
resided  for  many  years  on  his  farm  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania . 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Centennial  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
West  Alexander  (1890)  a  historical  address  w as  given  by  tho  minister.  Rev. 
William  II.  Lester.  The  paragraphs  which  follow  have  been  condensed  from 
this  interesting  narrative .  * 

The  early  settlers  of  the  locality  we  re  mainly  from  the  north  of 
Ireland,  -  "Scotch-Irish" .  On  their  arrival  in  "this  country  they  lived 
some  years  east  of  the  mountains  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
contiguous  part  of  Maryland.  As  near  as  con  be  learnod  the  first  settlement 
at  West  Alexander  was  not  earlier  than  1780.  Forced  by  persecution  from 
their  native  Scotland  to  the  bleak  shores  of  Ireland,  these  Scotch-Irish 
differed  little  from  the  New  England  Puritans,  -  only  in  tho  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  Church.  In  their  love  of  liberty  and  the  devotion  of  their 
lives  to  Christ,  they  wero  alike.  They  had  a  deep  and  abiding  reverence 
for  the  Bible,  the  Church  and  the  Sabbath.  It  was  of  this  sturdy  stock 
that  tho  Rev.  John  McCluskcy  had  himself  sprung  and  to  whom  ho  ministered. 

The  original  noire  of  the  congregation  at  West  Alexander  was  "Three 

Ridgos",  so-called  from  three  ridges  which  converged  and  met  near  the  place 

of  worship.  The  procisc  time  of  tho  organization  of  tlx;  church  is  not  known.

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It  is  believed  that  the  first  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  John  McMillan, D.D . , 
and  that  he  also  organized  the  church.  (it  was  John  McMillan,  a  pioneer 
missionary,  who  had  sanewhat  earlier  established  the  Lebanon  Presbyterian 
Church,  served  by  Samuel  Smith  Shriver) .  The  land  on  which  the  church  at 
West  Alexander  stands  was  obtained  from  Robert  Ilumphroy  in  1787  or  ’88* 

The  consideration  was  "one-third  of  a  seat  or  sotting"  in  the  church.  The 
first  church  erected  was  a  log  house  daubed  with  clay.  The  second  also  was 
a  double  log  house.  The  third  church  was  built  of  brick  in  1830,  but, 
because  of  poorly  constructed  foundations,  was  taken  down.  The  church 
occupied  at  this  present  time  was  erected  in  1840. 

Concerning  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  McCluskey,  Dr.  Lester  spoke  as 

follows : 

'About  this  time  (1827)  it  was  discussed  in  congregational 
meeting  whether  young  or  older  men  should  be  invited  to  occupy  the  pulpit  as 
candidates.  The  young  men  probably  had  the  preference  for  soon  after  Rev. 
John  McCluskey,  just  from  Princeton  Seminary,  was  invited  to  preach  to  the 
people.  He  received  a  call  in  1828  and  was  ordained  and  installed  in 
October  of  the  same  year.  The  church  had  been  without  a  pastor  for  three 
years;  the  flock  was  scattered  and  the  ways  of  Zion  mourned. 

A  few  years  previous  the  National  Road  was  built  extending  from 
the  east  to  the  west  and  passing  through  West  Alexander.  This  enterprise 
greatly  aided  in  opening  up  the  country  and  imparted  a  new  stimulus  to  every 
interest.  For  a  strong,  active  and  dovoted  man  it  w as  an  inviting  field. 

Young  McCluskey  threw  himself  into  the  pastoral  work  with  all  his  might  and 
there  was  a  quick  response.  From  pulpit  and  from  house  to  house  he  taught 
cleanliness,  good  manners  and  religion.  There  was  a  lifting  up  in  the 
matter  of  dress,  in  the  manner  of  living,  and  in  everything  that  affected 
the  outward  .welfare  of  the  people.  The  Session  was  composed  of  men  ad¬ 
vanced  in  years.  It  was  enlargod  by  young,  vigorous  and  devoted  mon  soon 
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after  the  relation  was  formed.  Large  numbers,  especially  in  the  early  part 
of  Dr,  McCluskey’ s  pastorate,  were  brought  into  the  spiritual  fold.  In  1829, 
sixty- three  members  were  received  by  confession  of  their  faith,*  in  1835,  one 
hundred  and  one.” 

PRESBYTERY  OF  WASHINGTON,  PENNSYLVANIA 

In  a  "History  of  the  Presbytery  of  Washington"  tho  Rev,  James  I. 
Browns on ,  D.D.  contributes  the  following  brief  sketch  of  the  Rev.  John 
Me  C 1 us  key ,  D.D.  * 

"Dr.  McCluskey  was,  for  a  full  quarter  of  a  century  and  more, 
the  active  and  successful  pastor  of  the  church  of  ’West  Alexander.  He  came 
to  it  a  licentiate  from  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  age  of  thirty- 
three,  and  was  ordained  by  this  Presbytery  as  pastor  October  8,  1828.  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  clanns  tho  honor  of  his  birth  June  17,  1795,  though 
the  discipline  of  his  youth  came  from  Washington  County,  the  future  sphere 
of  his  chief  labors.  Jefferson  College  sent  him  forth  in  the  class  of  1822, 
adorned  with  ter  culture,  and  better  still,  as  a  new  man  in  the  purpose  of 
his  life;  for  whilo  an  undergraduate  he  made  his  confession  of  Christ  in 
the  Chartiors  Church,  then  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Dr,  John  McMillan. 

Not  a  little  of  his  mental  development,  before  and  after  his  collegiate 
training,  came  through  his  own  efforts  as  a  teacher,  and  the  habit  thus 
acquired  increased  and  widened  his  influence  throughout  his  pastoral  work. 

He  received  his  theological  training  partly  under  the  instruction  of  Dr. 

Ezra  Stiles  Ely  of  Philadelphia  and,  for  one  year,  in  the  Princeton  Seminary. 

"Dr.  McCluskey,  though  far  frcm  deficient,  was  moro  a  man  of 
action  than  of  severe  study.  His  preaching  was  plain,  scriptural,  sound 
and  spiritual,  abounding  in  illustrations  from  daily  life.  It  was  attended 
with  steady  ingathering  to  tho  communion  of  the  church,  and  of ton  with  special

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revivals.  He  was  pre-eminently  a  man  of  affairs,  ever  taking  the  temporal 
as  well  as  spiritual  interests  of  his  people  into  his  care.  Thus,  under 
his  influence,  the  general  advancement  of  society  around  him  kept  pace  with 
tho  progress  of  the  church.  He  was  a  special  friend  of  literal  education. 

He  established  tho  Wost  Alexander  Academy,  and  conducted  it  with  much 
success  and  reputation  during  most  of  his  pastorate,  sending  forth  from  its 
walls  about  fifty  students  who  became  ministers,  besides  many  candidates 
for  the  other  professions.  He  was  an  active  trustee  of  Washington  College. 

"Dr.  McCluskey’s  resignation  of  his  charge,  April  15,  1854,  in 
tho  fifty-ninth  year  of  his  ago,  was  not  for  the  purpose  of  inglorious  ease, 
but  rather  for  a  change  of  work.  After  a  year  spent  in  the  service  of  the 
Presbyterian  Board  of  Education,  he  supplied  the  pulpit  of  the  church  of 
Neshaminy,  Pennsylvania,  and  afterwards  that  of  Smyrna,  Delaware,  through  a 
period  of  five  years.  In  1859,  ho  founded  a  church- school  in  West  Phila¬ 
delphia.  In  1864 ,  he  established  an  institution  at  Hightstown,  New  Jersey, 
for  the  free  tuition  of  the  children  of  ministers,  and  especially  of  mission¬ 
aries.  Returning  to  Philadelphia  in  1870,  he  acted  for  a  time  as  associate 
principal  of  tho  Mantua  Academy.  Tho  evening  of  his  declining  life  was 
spent  among  friends  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  On  March  31,  1880,  in  tho  eighty-fifth 
yoar  of  his  age,  his  life-work  came  to  its  end  in  Philadelphia." 

A  DAUGHTER  OF  THE  MANSE 

In  a  history  of  the  early  Sunday  school  of  the  church  at  West 
Alexander,  there  appear  among  the  teachers  Mary  and  Caroline  McCluskey.  Thus 
in  her  youth  Caroline  was  enlisted  in  the  activities  of  her  father1 s  parish. 
Married  when  nineteen  years  of  age  her  first  home  was  in  Philadelphia  where 
Samuel,  her  husband,  was  engaged  in  business  for  ten  years.  While  there 
both  maintained  an  activo  interest  in  tho  Church. 

In  the  spring  of  1860,  the  family  was  moved  across  the  mountains

to  Allegheny,  Pennsylvania,  where  Samuel  ontored  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary  to  prepare  for  ordination,  thus  realizing  an  aim  he  had  cherished 
at  his  maturity.  It  was  a  momentous  decision,  with  Civil  War  in  tho  offing 
and  the  responsibility  of  a  family  with  four  childron,  A  littlo  daughter, 
Carolino  Hcwlings,  was  bom  the  yonr  following  in  Willcinsburg.  The  first 
charge  was  in  Hightstown,  Now  Jersey,  whe ro  Caroline  gave  herself  happily 
and  unreservedly  to  the  engaging  intorests  of  a  minister’s  wife  and  to  the 
added  care  of  two  little  boys,  James  and  Goorgo,  who  were  bom  there.  In 
September,  1869,  the  family  was  again  movod  across  the  mountains  and  in  1870 
established  in  the  manse  of  Lebanon  Church,  Pennsylvania,  It  was  here  that 
the  eighth  and  last  child,  William,  was  bom.  Caroline  brought  a  sympathet¬ 
ic  interest  to  the  work  of  this  long  established  parish  in  the  open  country, 
which  enlistod  about  seventy  families  and  one  hundred  and  oighty  members. 

She  was  active  in  ’’The  Ladies  Aid  of  Lebanon  Church”,  kindly  neighbors  who 
in  addition  to  their  interest  in  the  building  of  the  new  church  made  "con¬ 
tributions  of  their  handiwork  for  the  scrvico  of  needy  Home  Missionaries". 

Toward  tho  close  of  tho  pastorate  at  Lobanon  Church,  Caroline 
became  afflicted  with  rhoumatism.  By  the  time  the  family  was  moved  to 
Baltimore  in  the  Autumn  of  1876,  crossing  tho  mountains  for  tho  fourth  time, 
she  was  quite  lame.  Shortly  afterwards  she  lost  -the  uso  of  her  limbs, and 
during  the  remainder  of  her  life,  for  a  period  of  nearly  twenty  years,  was 
confined  to  her  bod  and  wheel  chair.  Despite  her  affliction,  she  was  the 
haart  and  mainstay  of  tho  home,  -  patient,  hopoful,  with  an  unflagging 
interest  in  her  children,  relatives  and  friends. 

Thoro  was  much  visiting  in  those  days  among  tho  cousins,  -  with 
the  Batemans  in  Philadelphia,  tho  Luptons  in  Tennessoo,  those  at  "The  Mills", 
and  with  old  frionds  in  and  about  Pittsburgh.  From  a  package  of  lottors, 
brief  excerpts  are  taken  from  a  number  written  by  a  devotod  mother, They  reveal 
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her  interested  and  buoyant  spirit, 
of  a  mother  could  possibly  be.

Annie  says  tell  Marne  she  is  going  to  try  a  cream 
sponge  tomorrow.  She  wants  to  keep  up  your  reputation  as  cake  baker. 
She  baked  a  very  nice  sponge  cake  the  othor  day.  Here  comes 
Rover  to  send  a  message.  I  expect  he  is  so  afraid  of  thunder  he 
runs  whenever  ho  hears  it  and  goes  under  the  table  or  bed.
